"Your National Commander has 
elected to be spokesman for this 
minority group of veterans whose

PARIS, Oct. 3—(/P>—Secretary of 


State James F- Byrnes declared to- 
day that "the 
conflict of view- 


points among the allies" is serious, 
but he echoed a recent statement 
by Prime Minister Stalin that there 
is no immediate danger of war. 


Byrnes spoke at a luncheon of 


the American Club In Paris. 


"After every great war which 


has been won by the combined ef- 
forts of many nations, there has 
been a conflict among the allies In 
the making of peace/' Byrnes said 
In his prepared address- "It would 
be folly to deny the seriousness of 
the conflict in viewpoints among 
the allies after this war. 


Urges No .Exaggeration 


"To ignore that conflict or min- 


imize its seriousness will not solve 
the conflict nor help us along th/5 
road to peace. 
"To exaggerate that conflict and 
ca" ! Its seriousness, on the other hand, 


only makes more difficult the res- 
olution of the conflict. 


"I concur heartily In the view 


recently expressed by Generalissi- 
mo Stalin that there Is no imme- 
diate danger of war. 
I hope that 


his statement will put an end to 
the unwarranted charges that any 
nation or group of nations Is «eek- 
Iriy to encircle the Soviet Union, 
or that the responsible leaders of 
the Soviet Union so believe." 
Answers Atom Charge 


He added the hope that Stalin's 


words would dispel "the unwar- 
ranted charges that the United 


States Is seeking to use Its posses- 
sion of the atomic bombs as a 
threat of force against the Soviet 
Union." 


However, Byrnes said, American 


foreign policy will continue to fol- 
low a strong line. 
"Just because war is not now 


imminent, we must take the great- 
est care no* to plant the seeds of 
a future war. We must seek less 
to defend 
ur actions In the eyes 


of those who agree with us, and 
more to defend our actions In the 
eyes of those who do not 
agree 


with us-" 


German Control Discussed 


The major portion of his speech 


was devoted to his views on the 
future control of Germany. 
He 


amplified In some respects his re- 
cent speech at Stuttgart and the 
40-year treaty that he proposed 
last spring for keeping Germany 
disarmed and demilitarized. 


The United States, he said, "Is 


firmly opposed to a struggle for 
he control 
of 
Germany 
which 


would again give Germany ( the 
power to divide and conquer." 


"It does not want to see Ger- 


many become a pawn or a partner 
in a struggle for power between 
the east and the west."

DEATH SENTENCE IS 
PASSED ON WARLORDS 
BY ALLIED TRIBUNAL 


THREE ACQUITTED OVER 
RUSSIAN OBJECTIONS; 
GOERING GETS GALLOWS 


NUERNBERG, Oct. 1.— 


Hermann Goering and 


10 co-conspirators of the Hit- 
ler gang will die on the gal- 
lows for their war crimes 
and crimes against human- 
ity. 
One other was sentenced 


to death in absentia. 


The international military tribu- 


nal sentenced them today, at the 
same time Bending Rudolf Hess to 
prison for life and, over Russian 
objections, acquitting Franz Von 
Papcn, HJalmar Schacht and Hans 
Frltsche. 


The death sentences, the Allies' 


retribution for the death and mis- 
eries that Hitler and his leaders 
visited upon humanity, are expect- 
ed to be Invoked In 15 days, or on 
Oct. 
16. The defendants have four 


days to appeal to the Allied con- 
trol council, their court of last re- 
sort, but no one looks for their 
sentences to be changed. 


Tim hangings will take place In 


the jail of the Nuernberg Palace 
of Justice. 


The court, after sentencing

death Hermann Goering, Joachim 
von Ribbentrop and 10 other Nazi 
henchmen, announced that Rus- 
sia had protested againt the tri-

through Sunday

taught to millions of young and 
old. 
They have fixed the moral 
code of

throughout 
long centuries; and today, In the 
world's supreme hour of decision, 
their teachings stand as the only 
sure solution. 


The Key to Real Thinking.

ters of Paul, we must first recog- 
nize that he, like Moses, came to

He recognized that not lr 
human philosophy, or in material 
might, )Je* man's hope of the i^ood 
life, but in obedience to the Law 
of the Eternal. Paul's actions and

the Jewish 
authorities, commU- 
sionlns: him to hunt out Jewish 
Christiana In Damascus. 


We marvel at th« presence of 
the aristocrat and scholar, Paul, in 
thc Jerusalem mob, even as we 
marvel at the men who make up 
mobs in our own day. We are en- 
tering a new era of mass demon- 
strations; it behooves good citi- 
zens to determine In advance that 
jthey will never become A part of 
(these lawless outbreaks.' Paul" him- 
jself was destined to become the 
[victim of many mobs; I wonder if 
.his mind turned to the stoning of 
[Stephen when he was on the r«- 
;celving end of mob violence. I am 
sure that he remembered that mob 
law lynched Jesus. 


On the way to his task of per- 
secution at Damascus, Paul was 
arrested by a vision of Christ 
which meant an "about face" for 
his whole future.
